Health and Welfare, today announced that 11 projects will receive 
a total of $3,249,111 from the Child Care Initiatives Fund. 

The Native Council of Canada, in Ottawa, will receive 
$907,200 to undertake a national study on Native child care 
needs. The study will focus on questions such as how the 
provincial/territorial governments would assist in the 
development of off-reserve Native child care centres. Hearings 
will be scheduled across Canada. 

The Family Day Care Association of Manitoba will 
receive $749,651 to evaluate and modify the province’s first 
Family Day Care Provider Training Program. Sixty day care 
providers across Manitoba will take part in the testing. The 
Asssociation hopes its Program will receive accreditation by the 
Red River Community College towards its Diploma in Early 
Childhood Education Program. 

The Native Co-ordinating Council in Prince Albert, 
Saskatchewan, will receive $726,792 to establish a 24-hour child 
care centre to provide short-term, emergency, respite or 
temporary services to Native children and their parents. The 
program will be directed at school-age children, those from rural 
communities and children with special needs.
